A small portion of our plantings of Pleiospilos bolusii. Living rocks are one of the items 
we grow by the hundred thousand. Note the concrete bars under the flats in the upper 
right and left hand corners. Our lathhouses and flat yards are equipped with several 
thousand of these bars. They provide drainage and keep the flats free of snails, sow 


bugs and nematodes.

PRICES 


The prices of this list are the same as these of recent lists. We are 
not making any promises regarding the next one. We seem to be 
well into a period when wages, costs and selling prices are chasing 
each other around like a lot of children playing tag. We are in the 
cactus and succulent business because we like to grow them and 
need to make a living, not merely for our health. When the book- 
keeper says rising costs have tagged us, then our prices are going 
up. We know there will be plenty of offers of many kinds of stock in 
unspecified sizes at all kinds of prices, but there is usually a reason. 
We have bit on the lure cf cheap prices and been hooked like a poor 
fish. We are sure that size for size, kind for kind, quality for quality, 
packing, service and all other points considered, we have been and 
will continue to give as good value as any reputable grower. 


UN-ROOTED CUTTINGS 


On the last page we are listing some un-rooted cuttings. This is 
the first time we have ever placed un-rooted stock on this list. We 
are doing it now simply because we do not know where to get the 
material to increase our facilities enough to take care of all the 
crops. That's our hard luck, but if you have any greenhouse space 
to spare during the next few months, it should be your good luck. 


YOU TELL US 


Sometimes orders come in calling for so many cactus at such a 
price and often we think our customer really wants cactus and 
succulents assorted. However if we do ship both types, we are 
sticking our neck cut on the block. There will be less chance of 
error if our customers will note whether rooted or un-rooted on their 
order. The other day the phone buzzed us out cf a day dream and 
the express agent told us he didn’t have any office listed for that 
shipment going to Turkey Creek, where should he send it? If your 
express office is different from your post office, it will help a lot if you 
tell us. Some folks on suburban Long Island are especially careless 
in this respect.
